“The Trend line Analysis plays no favor­ 
ites,” said Mr. Dennis the other day.

In one letter you tell about sitting in the sun 
on the Spanish Steps. In another you were 
teeing the first unpicked oranges you ever 
saw; they were growing on trees you could 
touch by leaning over the parapet lining the 
footpath up a Roman hill. In that same letter, 
you said a park at the top of the hill had 
amusement rides, bridle paths, puppet shows 
and strolling musicians — all going strong! 
You related that you carried your hat and 
coat because it was so warm. Imagine doing 
that in Rome in December — Rome, which is 
a mite farther north than New York City! 
In a letter from Palermo, you told about the 
climate there being so moderate you saw bare­ 
foot children 
You concluded they were too 
poor to afford shoes, but that is secondary. 
They were able to survive without shoes. 
Your aunt and I talk about the climate a lot. 
We think the only way to lick it is to own an 
airplane and fly to where the climate is at its 
best each day. 
Some days when we couldn’t even be sure of 
decent climate with an airplane 
Then we 
would have to use rockets to get away from 
bad weather. 
We fight about weather, as well as discuss it. 
I claim bad weather is anything that Isn’t 


fair and warmer, with no threat of scattered 
showers. 
She says bad weather is anything that 
doesn’t suit her, and she includes hot weather. 
She insists she likes rainy days, even some 
snowy days. I think she is taking in too much 
territory when she talks crazy. 
I know a fellow who once lived in Chile, 
where he said it never rained, never got real 
hot, or real cold and was ideal 365 days of the 
year. He explained that it rained in the moun­ 
tains and the water ran down the mountain­ 
sides into and across Chile and that was where 
the people got their water. 
I wondered why he left, and he said there 
was nothing for him to do in Chile but enjoy 
the climate, and climate wasn’t that important. 
Maybe climate isn’t that important. We won­ 
der sometimes if we pay too much attention to 
it. Maybe so. But in this climate when we’re 
sneaking up on the winter solstice it’s hard to 
think of anything else. 
Climate runs down your neck and seeps into 
your shoes. It collects on your glasses and 
wrinkles your clothes. 
It stuffs up your sinuses and makes your 
eyes water. You put on snow tires, galoshes, 
mufflers, a stiff upper lip and hope for the 
best, knowing you are going to get the worst, 
including a head cold. 
As I say, we have reread those letters from 
Italy and are thankful you are not going to go 
back there again this December to turn us 
sun-tanned with envy.

Reagan Leads In Analysis 


WASHINGTON — Ronald Reagan is the Re­ 
publicans’ campaigner, most powerful vote get­ 
ter, 
strongest 
maintainer 
of 
the 
G .O P ’s 
strength, and leads all others in the presiden­ 
tial race in turning out the 
electorate. 
Those are the words from 
an enemy camp — a militant 
railroad 
and 
airline 
union 
whose leaders have developed 
a new type of political gauge. 
“Trend Line Analysis,” they 
call it. 
W r y l y they admit they 
don’t like the results. 
But 
staunchly they say that their 
Victor Riesel 
dissecting of political trends is far more scien­ 
tific than anything yet developed and are pre­ 
pared to defend the accuracy of their research. 
The union is the rejuvenated Brotherhood of 
Railway and Airline Clerks (AFL-CIO), now 
headed by C. L. Dennis. For decades the 
Brotherhood’s leaders have been among the 
most influential policy makers in the labor 
movement. 
“The Trend Line Analysis plays no favor­ 
ites,” said Mr. Dennis the other day. “For in­ 
stance, it is a fact that Gov. Ronald Reagan 
ran strongly in California (in the Brotherhood 
analysis! but that, of course, does not repre­ 
sent an endorsement by our union. We instruct­ 
ed our Research and Education Dept, to find 
the facts without fear ar favor, and we are sat­ 
isfied that their findings are both factual and 
objective. These findings of the Trend Line 
Analysis are useful but they do not constitute 
either judgments or predictions for future elec­ 
tions.” 
They do show, after a Trend Line study of 
six states — New York. California, Pennsylva­ 
nia, Ohio, Illinois and Michigan — that while 
Gov. Reagan runs strongest, his Eastern critic, 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, runs weakest. 


ACCORDING TO THIS STUDY, documented 
by a five-page report and a 28-page booklet, 
Reagan has run “plus 23 7 per cent” better 
than the old Republican campaigners including 
Richard Nixon. In the eastern establishment 
Rockefeller is at a “ minus 14.9 per cent.” far 
below the percentages of other Republican 
campaigners of national stature in his state. 
And since East is East and West is West and 
both are dependent on powerful political points 
in between, the Brotherhood analyzed other 
political leaders who are in the running for the 
presidential or vice presidential nomination (or 
at least a mention!. 
This disclosed, according to President Den­ 


nis, that Gov. Reagan is followed by Senator 
Charles Percy who pulls his party up plus 4.3 
per cent in his home state; Gov. George Rom­ 
ney. plus 1.5 per cent; Ohio’s governor, James 
A. Rhodes, who dips below the Republican av­ 
erage strength with a minus 4.7 per cent; Gov. 
Raymond Shafer of Pennsylvania with a minus 
14 6 per cent; and Rockefeller with a minus 
14.9 per cent. 
This is not a popularity poll The results, ac­ 
cording to the 350,000-member Brotherhood, 
rests on analysis of votes won by the Republi­ 
can party in previous elections and then on the 
shifts in the voting population, changes in the 
demography, influx of migrants and turnout of 
votes. The base years of 1962 and 1966 — not 
presidential years — are used 
Brotherhood president Dennis realizes his 
new technique will be controversial. But he 
says that not only is it more scientific than 
other political samplings, but it is far more ex­ 
act than the private polls of the parties them­ 
selves. 


“THE VALUE OF THE Trend Line Analy­ 
sis,” says Dennis’ statement, “is further shown 
in the New York results. A recent Republican 
Party study declared that Gov Rockefeller had 
suffered a decline in voting strength of approx­ 
imately IO per cent in the New York election 
of 1966, compared to 1962 
“ The Trend Line Analysis, however, which 
takes population changes into full account, 
shows that Gov. Rockefeller failed to maintain 
the trend by a far more substantial 14.9 per 
cent. In most elections, such a 14.9 per cent 
difference is well over the margin of victory or 
defeat ” 
There is little reference to Dick Nixon since 
he did not run in '66 The analysis shows that 
in ’62 he pulled 27 per cent of the California 
voting population. This sets the G.O P. “Trend 
Line” for the Brotherhood. It reveals that of 
course Gov. Reagan is the most successful vote 
getter, since he pulled “plus 23.7 per cent” 
ahead of the transplanted easterner’s 27 per 
cent. 
But the basic comparison is with Gov. Rock­ 
efeller. 
Labor insiders are convinced that 
“ Rocky” will become less and less adamant an 
un-candidate shortly after the primaries are 
over. He doesn’t want to get drawn into the 
bloodletting. Then when everybody hates every­ 
body else. “Nelson” will move in as a “heal­ 
er,” say the knowledgeable men in labor’s high 
councils. 
Then we’ll see whether Trend Line Analysis 
has replaced the popularity poll and relegated 
it to Smithsonian Institution vintage.

The Presidency 


Ike Hoover served as usher in the White 
House for many years. Early in Franklin Roos­ 
evelt’s administration, in a reminiscent mood, 
he told me of impressions he had formed of 
presidents he had seen come and go. 
He said that he had never seen a president 
leave that famous residence (I) who did not 
want to return and (2) who was happy. 
This verdict applied to nine presidents, from 
Harrison to Hoover. 
Two of them, McKinley and Harding, met 
unanticipated deaths. One. Wilson, was stricken 
with hopeless paralysis. Two, Taft and Hoover, 
were forced to leave because they were defeat­ 
ed for re-election. 
Cleveland, Taft and Hoover had been frus­ 
trated by divisions in their party. All had aged 
prematurely in their service. Theodore Roosev­ 
elt and Calvin Coolidge had rejected renomina­ 
tion, but T.R. no doubt expected to return. 
Coolidge was destined to live less than four 
years. He was 60 when he died. 


WHEN F.D.R. was running for a fourth term 
In 1944 and the deterioration of his health was 
obvious, I calculated the average age of death 
of all who had served as president. The aver­ 
age from Washington to Buchanan was over 70. 
From Lincoln to 1944, it was 63. F.D.R lived 
wily a few weeks after his 63rd birthday. 
Thus, the general trend toward longer life 
expectation in this century' was reversed in the 
case of presidents. The conclusion was inesca­ 
pable that the growing burdens of the presiden­ 
cy over the years were responsible for shorten­ 
ing their lives. 
There were increased perils, too, because in 
those years three presidents were assassinated. 
These calculations on longevity made in 1944 
must be revised, now that Hoover, Truman and 
Eisenhower have lived beyond the earlier aver­ 
age. But the growing burdens of the office are 
still manifest. 
Why, then, should so many seek such an of­ 
fice whose questionable rewards are unhappi­ 
ness, frustration and, since four presidents 
have been murdered in the past 102 years, 
mortal peril? 
I suggest the additional fact that a score or 
more of our American statesmen have permit­ 
ted their frustrated ambitions to be president 
to blight their lives and deny them the happi­ 
ness which might have rewarded their con­ 
siderable attainments. 
A man who visited one of the seekers of the 
presidency several years ago commented to 
me he was reminded of Herman Melville’s 
Captain Ahab, who sacrificed his happiness 
and his life to find and kill the Great White 
Whale. 


IT IS USEFUL to search for an enswer from 
the aspirants, themselves. 
One of them whom I knew said he did net 
know "whv anyone should seek the presidency 
in times like this.” But his comment meant 
nothing, because he was, in fact, seeking it at 
that very moment. 
Others have said. “The office should seek the 
man.” But they were at the same time vigo­ 
rously presenting their qualifications. 
Others say they want to serve their country. 
But that rationalization is nourishment for the 
birds. 
I can only leave it to expert students of hu­ 
man behavior to explain the puzzle of human 
ambition. My contribution is a recital of the 
facts.

Its reception here is planned 
by Christians of a number of 
church congregations, including 
Presbyterians, Methodists, Dis­ 
ciples, Roman Catholics and the 
Salvation Army in addition to 
St. Stephens Episcopal Church.

brought to Cleveland in late Sep­ 
tember by the Very Rev. C. N. 
Williams, dean of Coventry Ca­ 
thedral. It is modeled after the 
one made following the destruc­ 
tion of Coventry Cathedral by 
Nazi fire-bombs on Nov. 14, 1940 
As the ancient oak roof burned, 
the 14th Century hand-f o r g e d 
nails that had 
fastened 
t h e 
beams littered the charred floor 
of the sanctuary. Someone was 
inspired to weld together three 
of the long nails to form a 
cross. It was then p l a c e d 
among the ruins in front of an 
inscription, “ Father, Forgive,” 
as a grim rem inder of m an’s 
great need to forgive and be for­ 
given. 


THE CROSS became a sym­ 
bol of international reconcilia­ 
tion and the efforts of men to 
establish 
links 
of 
fellowship 
throughout a divided w o r l d . 
Throughout World War II and 
the post - war period, the Cross 
of Nails stood among the ruins 
of the 600 year old stone walls. 
Before the new modern Cov­ 
entry Cathedral was consecrat 
ed in 1962, a new movement of 
faith ignited in Coventry. Per­ 
sons discovered that God wanted 
them a consecrated people be­ 
fore a consecrated building. T h e: 
Cross of Nails became a symbol 
of that movement, and finally it 
was carried in pilgrimage of 
prayer for renewal to every par­ 
ish church in Coventry, where 
pe>ple cam e together in prayer. 
The movement grew, and has 
since been labeled “ Fire in Cov­ 
entry.”

A MOMENT OF MEDITATION 


One of the best ways to 
learn what must be done in 
order to be saved, is to look 
at an example and then to 
follow it. The Book of Acts 
provides us with many ex­ 
amples of salvation.

prisoners were gone. How­ 
ever, Paul spoke up and told 
him that none had escaped. 
The Jailer then asked this 
great question. “ Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved?’’ 
All who honestly seek to

answer that was given. Read 
carefully these verses , . . 
“ And they said, Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house. And they spake unto 
him the word of the Lord, 
and to all that were in his 
house. And he took them the 
sam e hour of the night, and 
washed 
their stripes; 
and 
was baptized, he and all his, 
straightway.” 
It is very clear from these 
verses what a man must do 
in order to obtain salvation. 
When this man was taught 
the will of the Lord, lie be­ 
lieved. Because of his belief 
in Christ, he was obedient to 
the command to be baptized 
for the remission of his sins. 
This account of conversion 


harmonizes

with 
the commission that Jesus 
gave His disciples when he 
sent them out. He instructed 
them to teach people and 
then to baptize the believers.

THIS COURT win hmdle 
dvil daims with a nwnetary 
jurisdiction of not more thm 
$150. The cpurt will not han­ 
dle such matters as libel, dan­ 
der, alienation of affection, 
malicious prosecution, and 
abuse of process actions. 
Basically, this is how th e 
system works: 
You take your claim to the 
Small Claims Court. You state 
ym r claim in non - technical 
writing, under oath, aid pay 
a $2 filing fee. The court will 
then notify John Jones of the 
suit against him. Under the 


law tiwit eriabliahee t h e i * 
courts, it is not neceasM7 w 
•Hher side to be reprweo^ 
by an attorney, altho^ 
may hire legal counsel if they 
wait to. 
. . , 
Under the law, the t r i a 1 
must be held not less than 10 
days or n^t nwre than 20 d ^ 
alter the suit is commended. 
T!ie s ui t commences only 
when the defendant, Mr. Jones 
here, is served with a sum­ 
mons telling him of the ac­ 
tion you have taken. 


IN THIS sMuation, Mr 
Jones has several courses of 
action. He can admit he owes 
you the $35 and pay it. He 
can ask that it be moved to a 
lagher court. If he fails to re­ 
quest such a transfer, it con­ 
stitutes a waiver of right to 
jury trial and sets the pro­ 
cedure for proceeding with the 
tawauit under the ndes of the 
SmaU aatow Court. Mr. Jones 
could also plead that he 
doesn’t owe 
you the $35 or 
plead “no contest”, leaving It 
to the court to decide if 
he reaHy owes you the money. 
?Hhatever the sHuatton, the 
rights of the individuai a re 
protected on both rides. This 
ODurt is simply a new wrinWe, 
attempting to speed the pro­ 
cess of justice for all con­ 
cerned as well as reduce ths 
cost.

"ELL ME HOW WE WON the war in Viet­ 
nam, grandfather,” the y o u n g man said 
lo o king up fro m his histo ry bo o k. 
"Well, it was mo re than 2 0 y ears ago — late in 
the fall o f 19 6 7 — that all the to p o fficials in 
Washingto n decided the thing had reached crisis 
pro po rtio ns,” the aging man replied, o bv io usly o r- 
ganziing the sto ry in his o wn mind befo re relat­ 
ing it to his grandso n.

ABBIT AND PHEASANT season got off to a 
poor start in Columbiana County Wednesday, 
th e opening day for Ohio. 
The weather was poor. The heavy, wet snow 
that blanketed the rural areas made it rough going 
for hunters. 
But, they were out. Hunting pressure was 
heavy in some areas, light in others. 
Most had an extremely poor day on rabbits, 
but pheasant hunting at the Highlandtown and 
Zeppernick Wildlife Areas was fair. 
The state released IOO birds at each on Tuesday after­ 
noon 
Ralph Drake, Columbiana County game protector, said 
about 50 per cent were harvested. Tile pheasant hunting on 


private lands was not as good The wild birds are more 
wary than those raised in pens. 
More birds were released at both places Friday. Further 
releases are planned. 
Only two violations were reported by Drake, both were 
for hunting without a license. 


NON-RESIDENT hunters will be able to apply for antler­ 
less deer licenses Monday under provisions of the Penn­ 
sylvania Game Law 
This year the Game Commission allocated a total of 
445,400 antlerless licenses for the state. The licenses are 
available only from treasurers in individual counties, since 
only county treasurers are authorized to issue antlerless 
deer licenses. 
Non-residents seeking antlerless licenses should obtain 
applications from any license issuing agent, county treasurer 
or the Pennsylvania Game Commission. The application 
should be sent to the treasurer of the county in which the 
sportsman plans to hunt. The application should not be sent 
to the Game Commission. 
The cost of an antlerless deer license is $1.15, and can 
be issued only to a holder of a current resident or non-resi­ 
dent hunting license. If the antlerless license is to be mailed. 
the remittance should include an additional IO cents for post­ 
age. Envelopes contaniing applications should be marked 
“Antlerless Deer License Application.” 
Treasurers in 27 Pennsylvania counties report antlerless 
licenses are still available. Licenses are available in the 
following counties: Adams. Allegheny, Bedford, Blair, Cam­ 
bria, Cameron, Centre, Chester, Clinton. Crawford. Dela­ 
ware. Erie. Fayette. Greene, Lancaster. Lawrence. McKean. 
Mercer. Montgomery, Montour. Northumberland. Pike. Sny­ 
der. Warren. Washington. Wyoming and York 


BEAR OUTLOOK GOOD. Pennsylvania’s one-week .sea­ 
son for bruins opens a half hour before sunrise Monday. 
It closes next Saturday. 
The Game Commission says hunters can look forward 
to another good season if the weatherman cooperates. 
Although hunters reported taking 605 bears in the state 
last year, one of the highest harvests on record, field ob­ 
servations this year indicate that there are still plenty of 
bruins. Food and cover conditions for all wildlife, including 
bears, have been excellent this year. 
Weather is often an important factor. Ideal conditions 
played a big role in last year’s kill. 
Good weather conditions include a tracking snow. Not 
only does a ground covering of snow increase the hunter’s 
chances of tracking a bear, it also improves visibility. 


CUB BEARS are protected by law and are not legal 
targets Hunters should not shoot if the bear appears to 
be small. Although the only positive way to determine a 
bear’s age is through examination of the teeth, the differ­ 
ence between cubs and adult bears can usually be meas­ 
ured by body size alone in the wild. 
Most cubs weigh less than IOO pounds and don’t appear 
to be much larger than a medium-sized dog. If a hunter 
isn’t certain about a small bear's age, he shouldn’t shoot. 
A hunter may legally kill only one bear per year in 
Pennsylvania. Hunting parties of five or more may not take 
more than three bears. 
Any group of five or more persons hunting big game 
together must maintain a roster listing the names, addresses, 
current license numbers, date of arrival and departure, 
makes and calibers of guns for all members of the party, 
species of big game killed, the sex, estimated weight and 
date killed. A copy of the roster must be posted at the head­ 
quarters of the party, and the original roster sheet must 
be carried by the captain of the party. Roster forms are 
available from Game Commission personnel, sporting goods 
dealers, license issuing agents, etc. 


BEAR HUNTERS can use any single-shot or manually- 
operated shotgun or rifle except .22 or .25 caliber rifles with 
rimfire cartridges. Full jacketed bullets, buckshot and semi­ 
automatic shotguns and rifles are illegal. 
Bear hunters are also reminded that they must tag 
their kills before the carcass is moved from the spot where 
it fell, or within one hour after the bruin is killed, regardless 
of whether or not the carcass is moved. They are also re­ 
quired to report the kill to the Game Commission at Harris­ 
burg within five days after the close of the season for the 
species involved. Since most bear hunters also hunt deer, 
the Commission urges that anyone killing a bear make out 
a duplicate tag and report card, which are legal, saving 
the regular big game tag and report card supplied with the 
license for use during the deer season. 
The bear’s normal range in Pennsylvania is a large, 
roughly triangular area extending from Warren and Clarion 
Counties in the northwest to Wayne, Pike and Monroe Coun­ 
ties in the northeast and as far south as Huntingdon County 
in the southcentral part of the state. Last year’s leading 
bear-producing counties were Cameron 86; Clinton, 67; Elk, 
59; and Lycoming, 55. 


TIP TO HUNTERS. Grouse and woodcock hunters have 
been having excellent results in the Grand River bottoms 
on the Grand River Wildlife Area in Trumbull County. 
On a recent Saturday, five hunters were checked by Bob 
Tomazin, Trumbull game protector, and they had bagged 
14 woodcock and 9 grouse. 
Other hunters in the vicinity were doing equally as well. 
It is located north of Warren and is a mile north of the 
junction of Routes 88 and 534. 


SAFETY IS A NECESSITY. With the opening of small 
upland game season this week, hunters should review the 
standard rules of safe gun handling. 
Hunt with tile safety on and your finger off the trigger 
until ready to fire. Be sure of your target. Wear bright 
clothing—blaze orange is recognized as the safest color.
